Hearing at St. Paul Last Saturday — Justice Van Deventer 
Rules That the Officers of the Minnesota Companies Must

His Order to That Effect Is Not Appealable.

\ppLeton, Wis., October 9. 1905.—THE Paper Trapt 
JouRNAL last week contained an account of the decision 
of Judge Van Devanter in the United States Circuit Court 
at St. Paul, that the Minnesota paper companies connected 
with the General Paper Trade Company must produc¢ 
their books and papers and through their officers reply to 
the questions asked by the Government 

The decision, which was given orally, adjudged the wit 
nesses of the companies to be in contempt, but upon thx 
court’s attention being called to the fact that no mention 
was made in the petition of the Government of the wit 
nesses being in contempt, but simply that the Government 

id asked for an order directing them to answer the ques 
tions and produce the books, the court relieved them of the 
situation of being in contempt, and ordered that part of 
the decision to be stricken from the records 

The court then brought up the question of appealing to 
the Supreme Court, and counsel for the General Paper 
Company stated it was their intention to pursue that 
course Judge Van Devanter suggested there might be 
some question as to whether an appeal could be taken from 
this order 

The Government contended that this was an inter 
locutory order, and hence not appealable. The ques 
tion, counsel continued, had been argued before Judge Sea 
man, in Milwaukee, and an appeal allowed from Judge 
Seaman’s order, but in that case it was insisted Judge Sea 
man’s order was a final order so, far as that jurisdiction 
was concerned 

The suit under which both this and the Milwaukee 
hearings were held, however, was brought in Minne 
ota, and the final adjudication of the case on _ the 
entire evidence would be made by the court in this State, 
ind this, not being a final order, it was insisted, no appe 
ould be taken

There has been little change in general trade conditions 
the past week. Jobbers report trade is fair, but it fails to 
show the snap and spontaneity that is generally expected at 
this season. Jobbers of wrapping papers complain that busi- 
ness in their line is unduly quiet, influenced no doubt in 
large degree by the unseasonably warm weather of the 
past week or ten days.

Si. Joun’s, Newfoundland, September 30, 1905. It is 
learned that H. J. Crowe wired the Timber Estate Com 
pany in this city, recently, that the negotiations for the 
acquisition of a London syndicate of the Exploits, Glen- 
wood, Gander and New Lands lumber areas, to be the basis 
of a pulp enterprise as large as that of the Harmsworths, 
were finalized and the necessary documents signed. The 
syndicate is headed by the Pearsons, the great rival of the 
Harmsworths in the publication of papers and magazines 
in England. and Coutts & Co., the famous bankers, who 
have acted for this colony in certain financial transactions 
in the past. The syndicate puts up a substantial sum to 
despatch experts here at once to report on the forest 
growth and the water powers of the areas in question, and 
if these are as represented—and of this there seems to be 
no doubt—operations of a practical character will be started 
as soon as spring opens and the erection of the mills pushed 
forward as rapidly as possible. 

The Harmsworth Company will not operate its saw mills 
at Millertown the coming winter, because (1) it is in- 
tended to move the mills from there to Grand Falls, and 
(2) the logs cut last winter will be all used in building the 
big dam for the pulp mills.

Some 
trouble was experienced during the week with the ma- 
chinists, some of whom were discharged for failing to at- 
tend the mass meeting a week ago. Trouble also arose 
in the molding department. Altogether about 500 men 
and fifty or more girls were discharged, many from the 
bindery department.

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BIG SUIT SETTLED. 


It Was a Controversy in Which the Publishers Paper Com- 
pany Would Have Been a Defendant — History 
of the Matter. 


A lawsuit, fraught with troublesome possibilities for the 
Publishers Paper Company, of Portsmouth, N. H., was 
settled in New York late last week. The threatened suit, 
while directed principally against Hosmer B. Parsons, 
president of the Wells, Fargo & Co.’s Bank, of 51 Broad- 
way, N. Y., a director of the paper company, also in- 
cluded. as codefendants, a long list of men who have been 
prominently identified with the White Mountain Paper 
Company and its successors, the Eastern Timber Company 
and the Publishers Paper Company. 

Had the case reached the courts the plaintiff in the ac- 
tion would have been Mrs. Marcus Daly, widow of the late 
Montana copper magnate. This lady’s connection with 
the Portsmouth enterprise grew out of a personal loan 
of $500,000 made by her to George B. James, of the White 
Mountain Paper Company. This loan, secured by $1,000,- 
ooo worth of that company’s bonds, was negotiated on the 
advice and by the recommendation of Mr. Parsons, of the 
Wells, Fargo & Co.’s Bank, with which much of the Daly 
money is deposited. Since the money was borrowed many 
changes have taken place in the fortunes of the big paper 
project, with the result that the security put up for the 
loan has depreciated in value, so it is said. This alleged 
depreciation, it seems, came about when, upon the reor- 
ganization of the company, the bondholders surrendered 
their bonds, taking instead preferred stock of the Eastern 
Timber Company. As Mr. James was a party to the re- 
organization the bonds held as collateral for the Daly loan 
were exchanged for preferred stock, Mr. Parsons, it is 
reported, having induced Mrs. Daly to consent to the 
change. 

Since the recent legal troubles of the Publishers Paper 
Company began, due to effort of George B. James to 
secure payment for his woodlands, Mrs. Daly’s advisers 
have been looking into the value of the collateral held for 
the half million dollar loan. In the course of their inquiry 
they have given Mr. Parsons a chance to defend his action 
in recommending the loan and also the change in the 
character of the collateral. As a result of close investiga- 


tion it is said that a demand was made on both Mr. James 
and Mr. Parsons for additional collateral to secure the 
loan. Judging from the fact that legal papers were pre 
pared to enforce collection of the loan, the inference is 
drawn that an arrangement satisfactory to Mrs. Daly’s 
attorneys could not be made until late last week, when 
service of the writ was imminent. At that time Oakleigh 
Thorne, president of the Trust Company of America, and 
the leading spirit in the Publishers Paper Company, 
stepped into the breach and bought up the claim of Mrs. 
Daly. The settlement, it is said, was on the basis of 50 
cents on the dollar, or $250,000 cash for the loan of half 
a million. Now that Mr. Thorne holds the James note 
for that amount it is thought likely that his ownership of 
it may have some effect in inducing Mr. James to com- 
promise on his legal actions now pending in the courts. 

In regard to the James suits it is said that negotiations 
are now in progress for such a compromise settlement. 
Mr. James and his attorney were in New York last week 
to listen to a proposition to that end. As the parties are 
still a few hundred thousands of dollars apart in their 
ideas of what should constitute a fair settlement, a little 
more time will probably be necessary before they can com- 
promise their differences. 

The threatened suit on behalf of Mrs. Daly served to 
disclose the identity of the party making the loan. Here 
tofore those who knew about it were of the opinion that 
the Hearst estate made the loan through the Wells, Fargo 
& Co.’s Bank, with which it has close business connections. 
This supposition now proves to be a mistaken one. 

The fact that there was such a loan came out in the 
James suit a few months ago, when that gentleman en 
joined the bond issue of $2,500,000 voted by the Publishers 
Paper Company. In his bill in equity Mr. James attacked 
the validity of the vote on the ground that the stock held 
as security for the Daly loan was voted by Mr. Parsons in 
favor of the bond issue. Without the support of this stock 
the bond issue could not have been voted, so it is claimed, 
as the requisite 80 per cent. necessary for such action could 
not have been obtained. The right of Mr. Parsons to vote 
on this stock was questioned. 

Now that the Daly matter is out of the way the only 
legal obstacle in the way of the big company at Ports- 
mouth is the James suit. This, it is believed, will be 
finally compromised in some way. Meantime, work on the 


big plant is progressing.

Suit for $10,000 Damages Brought by Union Man Against 
Two Lodges of the International Brotherhood 
of Paper Makers.

1905.—The civil suit of E. J. 
Lodges 23 and 29 of the In 
ternational Brotherhood of Paper Makers, which is to be 
tried here at the December term of court, is generally in 
teresting to union men in this city, as several of them have 
their property, as well as their money, attached 
the outcome of the strike here last November.

watchmen to protect the company's property 
appointed John Flynn, Oscar Hubbard and E. J. Sweeney,

Sweeney's discharge, he having refused to pay the fine 
and also having incurred the displeasure of the executive 
board by being one of the committee that issued the ‘en- 
closed circular, which was sent from the Berlin lodge to 
all locals in the United States and Canada. Sweeney was 
chairman of the said committee. The suit is for $10,000 for 
interfering with plaintiff's right to labor. The union's in- 
terests are being looked after by Lawyer Edwin Sullivan 
and Mr. Sweeney’s by Lawyer W. H. Sawyer, of Concord.

To Oust the “Electric Mule,” 


Dayton, Ohio, October 9, 1905.—Suit attacking the fran- 
chise of the Miami and Erie Transportation Company, and 
to oust the “electric mule” from its charter, will be filed 
in a couple of days, it is stated. In fact, Attorney General 
Wade Ellis is quoted as saying that action would be in- 
stituted by the first of this week unless the receivers volun- 
tarily abandoned the waterway and its banks and removed 
their rails, ties, poles, wires and other equipment. This 
seems an impossibility, and it is probable that legal action 
to the bitter end will follow. 

Since the announcement from the State capital that such 
action would be taken as was found necessary to oust the 
“electric mule,” nothing has been done by the bondholders 
except to file a protest. 

Charles C. Richardson, a wé@ll known paper manufac- 
turer, who is one of the receivers of the big corporation, in 
discussing the situation in general, but not referring to the 
threatened suit to oust the company, said: 


“A meeting was held and there was some discussion as 
to the cost of raising the receivership. It was reported by 
the committee that there is between $50,000 and $60,000 of 
‘loose material’ which has not been placed in position, 
along the banks of the canal, which ought to be converted 
into money. As it now is, it can be stolen, and its value 
is constantly depreciating by rust, rot, &c., and it was 
deemed best to convert this into money and let it lie in 
bank. The bondholders’ committee, of Cleveland and Cin- 
cinnati, have been trying to agree on the matter of juris- 
diction of the Superior and the Common Pleas courts, 
which question has been raised.”

PYRITES 
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Dayton Printers Declare for Open Shop. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, October 9, 1905.—The employing print 
ers of Dayton, including those who have been members of 
the Dayton Typothete for many years, took the bull by 
the horns, as it were, the latter part of last week and de 
clared for an open shop from that date. It was expected 
that Saturday would witness a walkout, but the printers 
remained at work and at that time it was not known ex 
actly how soon they would be ordered to go out. It was 
claimed that by Tuesday or Wednesday, perhaps earlier 
they would decide to strike. Conservative action was 
taken by the local Typographical Union and a committe: 
was sent during the week to Indianapolis to confer wit! 
the president of the International. Exactly what advic 
the committee secured is not known, but it was reported 
that the local union had been asked to be guarded in its 
move, particularly as any action might precipitate addi 
tional trouble at the local Cash Register plant. Such es 
tablishments as the United Brethren Publishing House, th 
Groneweg Printing Company, J. C. Ely, J. W. Johnson, &c., 
are included among the employers who posted the “open 
shop” notices, and about eighty printers were affected 
How long they will remain at work is a question, but a 
strike today or tomorrow is anticipated. Among the first 
to post the “open shop” notice was the Reynolds & Rey 
nolds Company, maker of blank books, pads &c. This 
company decided to take action before the other members 
of the Typothete. It reported that all of the old men 
left with the best of feeling and that the new ones who 
had secured places appeared to be doing well.

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UNION WINS BAG MACHINE SUIT. 


Justice Putnam, of the United States Circuit Court for Maine 
District, Sustains the Plaintiff in the Suit Against 
the Continental Paper Bag Company. 


An opinion and decision on final hearing in the suit of 
the Eastern Paper Bag Company against the Continental 
Paper Bag Company, on the Laddell paper bag machine pat- 
ent was, on October 9, filed in the Circuit Court clerk’s 
office for the District of Maine, at Portland, Me. The 
opinion by Judge Putnam, heard the case at final 
hearing, is in favor of complainant, with an order for an 
interlocutory decree, sustaining the Laddell patent on all 
the claims proceeded on, and granting an injunction and 
an accounting for profit and damages as against defend- 


who 


ants. 

The Eastern Paper Bag Company is owned by the Union 
Bag and Paper Company, and the litigation is the much 
talked of suit of “The Union” against “The Continental.” 

Herman Elsas, president of the Continental Paper Bag 
Company, referred to the decision as follows: 

“The statements the Union Bag Paper 
Company have been met by the comment of our counsel, 
Albert H. Walker, in the following public statement : 

“*These statements are misleading. The suit referred 
to is that of the Eastern Paper Bag Company against the 
Continental Paper Bag Company. The court has not yet 
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granted any injunction against the Continental Paper Bag 
Company in that suit or any other suit. All that has oc- 
curred is an interlocutory decision by Judge Putnam, but 
that decision does not restrain the Continental Paper Bag 
Company from using its machines, and no such restraint is 
likely to occur in pursuance of that decision or any other 
decision.’ 

“The Continental Bag Company owns thirteen 
live paper bag patents for manufacturing self opening pa- 
per bags. In addition to these thirteen patents, there are 
at present eleven patent applications on file in the Patent 
Office at Washington for modern, up to date self opening 
paper bag machines and general improvements on paper 
bag machines. It is not reasonable to suppose that, under 
those favorable circumstances, the Continental will dis- 
continue manufacturing its famous A. B. C. bags. The 
litigation under discussion refers to some minor parts of 
mechanism on a small portion of our machinery. 

“The Continental Paper Bag Company has, at the pres 
ent for manufacturing over 20,000,000 
bags per day of ten hours. It owns its own machine shops 
for constructing any and all kinds of paper bag machinery, 
printing presses and envelope machinery. Its advantages 
for the securing of raw material from the International’s 
mills adjoining the Continental plant are well known to 
the trade.” 


Transportation Charges and Appraised Value. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 
Wasuincton, D. C., October 9, 1905.—A new ruling of 
much importance to importers has been made by the Board 
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of General Appraisers, wherein it was held that transpor 
tation charges from the place of production to the principal 
market, when added by appraising officers to the entered 
value of merchandise, cannot be excluded in determining 
whether additional duty for undervaluation accrues, unde: 
Section 7 of the customs administrative act of June to, 
1890, upon the theory that, although properly dutiabl 
charges, they form no part of the “appraised value” of th 
goods per se 

It was also further held that the collector's right to 
apply for reappraisement, under Section 13 of the 
customs administrative act, is not sacrificed by a liquidation 
in accordance with the original appraisement, and a reli 
quidation within one year from the date of entry, based 
upon an advance in value of the goods upon reappraise 
ment, is valid, notwithstanding the collector’s appeal was 
taken subsequently to the original liquidation. A. F. T

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MACHINE TENDER AND MACHINE. 


Fine Particles of Stuff on a New Jacket—Clever Bit of Work 
in Using a Burst Jacket—Couch Weights and 
Levers—Wrinkling a Wire. 


Kine particles of paper, or stuff, will adhere to a new 
jacket unless some treatment is given the jacket previous 
to running it on paper. In some mills a quantity of size 
and clay is poured on the jacket. These fill up the pores 
and usually are very effective in freeing the jacket of stuff. 
Another method is to apply vitriol, and then soda ash. 
The best way is to have a guard board that will keep the 
jacket dry as it comes in contact with the paper. When 
such a guard board is in use, the jacket will not fill up, and 
the application of the chemicals named is not necessary. 
Within the last few years two or three guard boards have 
been patented that fill a long desired want. More pres- 
sure can be applied to any part of the jacket desired. On 
wide machines it is very difficult to make a guard board 
that will fit evenly all the way across the jacket, and the 
new boards, in overcoming this defect, make much easier 
the task of “breaking in” a new jacket. The guard board 
deserves much more attention than it generally receives. 
After the jacket has been “broken in” it should be “eased 
up,” as it quickly wears the nap when allowed to run 
“hard down.” A good suction is also a great aid in 
‘breaking in” a jacket, for the dryer the paper, as it passes 
under the new jacket, the less apt it will be to adhere to it. 

The seam of the jacket can be guided by shifting the 
couch weights and guard board. When one end of the 
jacket works out over the edge of the couch roll it can be 
sent back to its proper position by using a little more 
weight on that side of the roll and screwing the guard 
board down some more. 

I once saw a machine tender do a clever piece of work 
in making a jacket, that had burst on the front side of 
the roll run from 2 o'clock in the morning until 7. It 
was what some call a left handed machine—that is, the 
machine was on the left, should you walk from head box 
to reels. The jacket had ripped open on the front edge of 
the couch roll, owing to its running to the back side of 
the rolls. It extended over the back .edge of the roll about 
6 inches. It was impossible to put down the guard board, 
as that would have made the opening in the jacket worse. 


The machine tender examined the edge of the wire and 
found it was not being damaged by the rough edge of the 
jacket. He next procured a wooden spool and, placing it 
upon a pencil, he held it on one of the dryer rolls in the 
same position as the top couch occupied on the bottom one. 
Drawing the front end of the pencil forward, he found 
that the spool ran to the front, and this is what he wished 
to ascertain. Getting a wrench, he brought the front end 
of the couch roll forward a little, over a quarter of an 
inch, by means of the adjusting screws, and the jacket at 
once stopped running to the back, and five hours later had 
come to the front almost one inch. 

I have seen a machine tender screw down a guard board 
very hard to eradicate the jacket marks in the sheet, and in 
so doing cause it to “bag” or puff up. When he saw it he 
shut down and took the jacket off and replaced it with 
another. He could have easily prevented all the work he 
did by immediately raising the board as soon as the jacket 
bagged. It would have then resumed its former shape in 
a very few seconds. The seam was ahead on the back side 
over a foot, and applying pressure to it caused it to lag 
while the roll turned. Jacket marks resemble short yel- 
lowish marks when seen in the finished sheet, and show 
up very prominently on the surface of the sheet as well as 
when one is looking through it. A crease in the jacket is 
usually caused by a small piece of hard substance becom- 
ing clogged between the guard board and jacket. If not 
detected in time it will cut through and destroy the cover. 
A crease in the jacket causes a fine dark streak to appear 
in the sheet. I have seen a very deep crease in a new 
jacket made perfect by filling it with woolen thread. The 
thread should be very fine, so that it will encircle the 
jacket two or three times before the crease is filled up 
uniform with the surface of the jacket itself. A small hole 
in a jacket may be filled with nap from a felt, it being held 
in position by a few stitches with silk thread. A _ small 
crease in a jacket can be effaced by rubbing it with sand- 
paper or holding a knife blade lightly upon it. 

When a new jacket is placed on the couch roll and ends 
tied down, hot water should be applied to it until it is 
thoroughly shrunk on the roll and then an application of 
cold water will be beneficial. 

The couch levers and weights very often cause much woe 
and trouble. Especially is this true when compound levers 
are in use, and a man not acquainted with them is running 
the machine. A new machine was once started by machine 
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tenders who had never used compound levers on the couch 
roll. Everything seermed to go all right until weights, and 
50 pound ones at that, were placed upon the ends of the 
compound levers. An hour afterward the paper began to 
stick to the jacket, amd more especially to the edges of it 

More weights were placed upon the levers to overcome 
the trouble, and still it clung to the jacket, and another 
weight was added, and the jacket burst on one end. A new 
jacket was put on, and fora day it ran to perfection, and 
then the machine tender thought it would be well to place a 
weight upon the lever and have the paper dryer as it went 
onto the felt. He used a 50 pound weight, so, an hour or 
two afterward, the same trouble appeared as in the case of 
the first jacket, and “‘she” broke and “brek lak hell,’’ said 
the French backtender. Then the machine tender called 
another machine tender who ran a machine in the same 
room and asked him his opinion. He told him to remove the 
50 pound weight and use a Io pound one instead and when 
he did so everything went perfectly. The cause of his 
trouble was that he carried too much weight and caused the 
jacket to fill up although it did not mark the paper. 

Many a wire has been wrinkled by placing the weights 
enevenly on the couch levers. No more weight than is 
absolutely necessary should be carried as it only increases 
the wire mark on the sheet and shortens the life of the 
jacket. Sometimes a slack wire or the top couch roll that is 
back too far on the bottom one will cause jacket marks to 
appear in the sheet and instead of tightening the wire down 
the machine man very often puts down the guard board to 
eradicate the marks. Jackets are seldom placed upon the 
bottom couch roll on book machines of today. I have seen 
one or two bottom couch rolls with rubber covering which 
seemed to give much satisfaction. 

The top couch roll of the modern machine is 2 inches wider 
than the bottom roll. This is to prevent the water that 
runs down the edges of the top roll from coming in contact 
with the edges of the paper. The top roll being wider, 
causes it to run off without touching the bottom roll at all

The Forest Service. 

[he Forest Service at Washington, as we have before 
announced, is now engaged in gathering statistics as to the 
supply, 
report in the hope that co-operation with the industries 


value, &c., of forest products for publication in a 
concerned will make possible an annual report entitled 
“Forest Products of the United States.” This proposed 
report would give, by States, regions and species, the cut 
and shipments of lumber, shingles, lath, cooperage stock, 
ties, posts and poles during the year; the stock on hand at 
the close of the year, and also the amount of wood used in 
the various industries for which wood furnishes the raw 
material, and the value of the products. It would also 
give information concerning the amount of stumpage in 
the hands of lumbermen in various regions, how long it 
will last at the present rate of cutting, the extent of dam- 
age by forest fires, and other important matters relating 
to the forests of the country. 

In order that the expense of collecting the statistics for 
this report shall not be excessive, nearly all the data will 
be obtained through correspondence. The names of pro- 
prietors of logging camps, sawmills, pulp mills, woodwork- 
ing plants, and other manufacturing establishments for 
which wood is the raw material will be secured from the 
Bureau of the Census. At the close of the present calen- 
dar year a question card will be sent to each proprietor, to 
be filled out with answers relating to his particular line of 
business. The replies will be held strictly confidential and 


only State totals will be published. Question cards will 
also be sent to pulp manufacturers, making such inquiries 
as may be necessary’to prepare properly that part of the 
report referring to pulp wood and wood pulp 

The work is of such vital importance to the lumbermen 
that the National Lumber Manufacturers’ Association, 
whose members produce approximately one-third of the 
entire lumber output of the United States, will co-operate 
with the Forest Service in the collection and compilation 
of the 


shingles, as to cut, shipments and stocks on hand, and for 


statistics in so far as they deal with lumber and 


this purpose the association will open an assistant secre- 


tary’s office in Washington this autumn. There is no 
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doubt that pulp and paper men will lend their hearty as 
sistance to the work and will promptly reply to the ques 
tion cards sent them. At present the pulp and paper in 
dustries are woefully lacking in anything in the way of 
statistical information as to their own work. Here is a 
chance to make a beginning in this direction at an ex 
penditure of only a few moments’ time on the part of each 
manufacturer. The most should be made of the opportu 
nity, and we trust that we may hear good reports from th 
Forest Service as to the ability and willingness of manu 


facturers to help the work along.

There seems to be a very general opinion that the In- 
ternational Society of Paper Mills Chemists, to which we 
have before referred, would be a beneficial institution, but 
what is the best method of procedure is not yet settled. 
According to the correspondence in the Papier Zeitung, 
Dr. A. Klem, of Hungary, advocates the erection of a 
laboratory for conducting experiments. He says the num- 
ber of chemists in the trade is not large, and intimates that 
trade associations should report their experiences and 
provide data to assist the proposed laboratory to carry out 
fuller studies. Dr. Henry Stevens, of England, says the 
value of such a society will depend very largely upon the 
form it takes, and although several people have written on 
the subject, very few suggestions have up till now been 
made as to the lines on which such a society should be 
run. An international society could hardly hold meetings 
more than once a year, and, as such meetings would be 
held in different parts of the world, only a certain number 
of chemists could attend. Under these circumstances some 
sort of publication will be necessary where an exchange 
of views can take place, and where chemists would be 
able to publish the results of their work. It is generally 
agreed, says Dr. Stevens, that the multiplication of publica- 
tions is not to be desired, but some arrangement might 
be made with trade journals to publish at certain intervals 
the transactions of the proposed society. He believes that 
there is an International Society of Chemists connected 
with the leather industry, and as he does not know the 
principles on which this society is carried on, he says it 
would be interesting if someone connected with the leather 
industry would give information on the point. 


The State census taken this June shows a gratifying in 
crease in the population of paper making towns in the 
Black River Valley. The enumeration this year gives this 
city a population of 25,447, an increase of 3,700 in the 
past five years. The village of Carthage, which has become 
a paper making town of some importance, shows about the 
same ratio of growth dufing the same period. When the 
returns are all in it is expected that the paper making 
towns in the valley will show a total increase of about 
7,000 inhabitants since 1890. The considerable increase in 
population is, of course, largely due to the paper industry

Magnetic Separator, the Invention of Elwin C. Kavanaugh, 
of Holyoke, Mass.—The Special Features of the 
Improved Separator. 





of Holyoke, Mass., has been 
granted patent No. 792,776 on a magnetic separator. 

This invention relates to improvements in magnetic 
separators of the kind employed in vats or tanks for paper 
pulp and for serving to draw into the magnet cylinder 
thereof the particles of iron or magnetic metal, whereby 
such particles are prevented from being carried to the 
paper making machine to become incorporated into the 
web, with the effect of spoiling more or less of the paper 
made in the machine. The object of the invention is to 
construct a magnet cylinder in a manner to exclude the 
entrance of water thereinto, which, as known, is very 
harmful, for the reason that it greatly increases the liabil- 
ity of the burning out of the windings of the magnet cores 
or pole pieces. Another object is to improve the con- 
struction of the magnet cylinder, whereby the windings 
for any of the pole pieces may be renewed as occasion 
may require conveniently and without entirely discarding 
the cylinder.

Fig. 1 is substantially a sectional view as taken ver- 
tically and longitudinally through the machine. Tig. 2 is a 
cross section as taken on the line 2 2, Fig. 1. Fig. 3 is a 
cross sectional view of the magnet cylinder as taken at 
the plane indicated by the line 3 3, Fig. 1. Fig. 4 is a 
perspective view showing one of the core bars or pole 
pieces and the magnet coil therefor detached therefrom. 
Fig. i central longitudinal view through one end 
portion of the magnetic cylinder and showing appliances 
thereunto ‘appertaining.

v.ith the commutator rings m m, which are insulated from 
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of suitable form and dimension, having suitable journal 
supports at opposite sides thereof for the gudgeons of tha 
magnetic cylinder B, one of the gudgeons having a driv 
ing pulley B* thereon to be driven by a belt. 

The magnetic cylinder as it has been constructed with 
practicability comprises a central bar or shaft a, 
sectionally square and having end sockets b, receiving 
therein studs or hub-like inner projections d of the end 
heads e, which have the outward axially extended gudgeons 
or journal extensions f, the said central shaft or bar a 
supporting the magnet cores or pole pieces g g, which 
are surrounded by the magnet coils A and the outer cyl- 
indrieal shell i. 

The central shaft or bar a is constructed with squared 
longitudinal grooves 10, as shown in Fig. 2, in which are 
engaged the end portions of the magnet 
pieces g, which latter have sector shaped end flanges g° 
at their outer edges, which preferably extend throughout 
the whole length of the cylinder between the heads there- 
of, the sector provided pole pieces being secured to the 
central shaft or bar a by the radially applied screws 12, 
the inner extremities thereof threading into the central 
bar a 
fibre or other suitable insulating material, which is fitted 
around the core bar g, and the coils or winding wire for 
the pole pieces extending from the one to the other have 
their terminals 15 15 carried through the tubular journal f 
at one end of the cylinder and outwardly to connection

The magnet coils A are wound alout a shell 13 of

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each other and on which the brushes m have contact, the 
brushes being by the wires o connected with the line or 
feed wire and the return wire. 

The end heads are formed with rabbets, as indicated 
at 16, so that when the outer cylindrical shell is drawn 
onto surround the pole pieces there is at each end of the 
cylinder an annular groove in which solder may be in- 
troduced, as indicated at 17, for holding the shell in place 
and hermetically inclosing the magnet cylinder. 

As shown in Fig. 5, the connections of the magnet coil 
wire terminals with the commutator rings through the 
hollow journal f, and so that there can be no leakage into 
or out from the hollow journal, are made by means of 
appliances, as follows: Surrounding and affixed on the 
one end and hollow journal f of the cylinder is a sleeve 
18 of fibre or insulating material, having opposite stepped 
down cylindrical ends, about which the commutator rings 
are fitted, and the intermediate cylindrical portion 19 of 
the sleeve 18 has diametrically opposite sockets or cir- 
cular holes 20, which register with openings 21 through 
the tubular journal f. The wires extending through the 
tubular journal are bent outwardly to extend through the 
openings 21 and partially through the holes 20, and are 
bent more or less nearly at right angles and extended in 
opposite directions parallel with the axis of the hollow 
journal and are entered with a tight fit into perforations 
therefor within the thickness of the commutator rings. 
The inner portions of the holes 21 are formed beveled, 
making a seat for a washer 22, of fibre, which is over- 
laid by a section 23 of asbestos, which is again overlaid 
by a thickness 24 of fibre, the fibre and asbestos layers 
being held in place by tubular screw plugs 25, and the 
hole 20 is filled, as indicated .at 26, with sulphur or any 
composition not affected by oil or water. The commu- 
tator and brush are inclosed within a housing, as indicated 
at C, the hollow journal extending beyond the commu- 
tator there beyond and to the exterior of the housing, and 
the passage through the one end journal /, which extends 
entirely through the length thereof, has connected there- 
with a horizontal limb p of pipe connections between the 
hollow journal and the tank D, understood as supported 
in a fixed position and to contgin a body of oil +, the 
level of the top of which is more or less above the top of 
the vacant space within the magnet cylinder. The hori- 
zontal limb p extends through a gland coupling 28 and 
in the conduit section between the 


stuffing box 29, and 


said limb p and the expansion tank D are two shut off 
cocks g and r. 

With the parts set up as represented in Fig. 1 the space 
in the magnetic cylinder not occupied by the pole pieces 
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magnet coils completely filled with oil, 
communication filled 
with the body of oil in the expansion tank D, there can 
be no liability of entrance of water or moisture into the 
magnetic cylinder from the flow box or pulp vat, and n 
matter what the temperature of the magnetic cylinder may 
be, whether it be considerably heated by the current op 
erating at different times under different electrical con 
ditions, there can be no bursting or straining of the cy! 
inder by at times the very material expansion of the oi 
for the expansion tank D accommodates all increased bulk 
of the oil and insures on a diminishing of such bulk on a 
lowered temperature within the magnet cylinder that the 
latter will still remain completely oil filled. 

30 represents a flange affixed on the cylinder journal ; 
adjacent the housing and acting as a guard to prevent 
water or pulp which may slop over from the flow box 
from finding its way within the housing to impair the 
electrical appliances which are therewithin. 

Now in case after more or less protracted use of the 
magnetic separator the same may be burned out as regards 
some one of its magnet coils it is therefore only necessary 
on dismantling the cylinder and without discarding it as a 
whole to remove the solder 17, draw off the outer shell :, 
detach the pole piece the winding of which is burned out 
or impaired, remove the defective winding, and rewind 
and replace the parts as originally set up, it being entirely 
practicable to splice or connect the end portions of the 
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through the oil hollow 
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winding wire for the magnet coil as occasion may re- 
quire. 

Supported with its edge in scraping contact against the 
magnetic cylinder is a “doctor” F (represented in cross 
section in Fig. 2), the same having a trough shaped por- 
tion 33, which is inclined from end to end, so that the 
accumulations of magnetic particles taken up by the cy! 
inder with moisture and perhaps with small quantities of 
pulp will find their way into the channel 33 of the doctor, 
and flowing to the end thereof will be discharged into a 
receptacle 34, for which is provided a discharge pipe 35, 
and in addition to the trough shaped doctor F a further 
clearing device for the magnetic particles may be pro- 
vided, as represented in Figs. 1 and 2, which consists 
of a plurality of scrapers s s, which are carried at inter- 
vals by an endless chain ¢, the edges of the scrapers being 
concaved, as represented at 36, to conform to the contour 
of the cylinder. The endless sprocket chain ¢ is arranged 
to have its upper and lower courses run horizontally, and 
it is supported by and between two sprocket wheels wu 4, 
one of which is on a shaft v, having another sprocket 
wheel w, around which runs a sprocket chain w*, which 
encircles a sprocket wheel at w*, which is on a suitable 
shaft therefor provided with a bevel pinion y, which 
meshes into a bevel gear wheel z on the journal f for the 
cylinder which is adjacent the driving pulley, and through 
the supporting and driving connections for the scrapers s 
they will have regular running movements lengthwise 
along the upper side of the magnetic cylinder to scrape 
the iron particles endwise into the receptacle L, which is 
located at one end of the cylinder and for which the dis- 
charge pipe L’ is provided. 

The portions 45 46 of the conduit between the section ?, 
leading through the stuffing box horizontally into the end 
of the hollow journal f, and the depending pipe p’, lead 
ing downwardly from the expansion tank D, as indicated 
in Fig. 5, are made in sections coupled together at 47, a 
cock g or r being comprised in each of the sections 45 
and 46, respectively, so that by uncoupling the sections 45 
and 46 and closing both of the cocks the oil from both 
the expansion tank and the cylinder may be held therein, 
and when the magnetic cylinder is removed to be opened 
up for repair or replacement the oil therein contained 
may at a proper time be drawn off through the end con- 
duit by opening the cock r and saved.

Case Under Canadian Alien Labor Act Fails.

Toronto, Canada, October 9, 1905.—The Lithographic 
Pressmen and Feeders’ Union, of Toronto, failed in their 
action against James G. Merrick, secretary of the Em 
ployers’ Association, for violation of the alien labor act 
It was charged that Mr. Merrick had induced John Pan 
koff and Edward Forbes to come from New York to work 
for the Toronto Lithographing Company and the Rolph. 
Clark Company, respectively. The case came before Po- 
lice Magistrate Denison on October 6. As Pankoff had 
left town his case was adjourned for a week. Forbes was 
then put in the box and said that he had been a litho- 
graphic pressman in New York for twenty-five years, but 
had been recently out of work. He saw an advertisement 
for a pressman and went to an address in New York where 
he met a man who told him there was work in his line in 
Toronto. His attention was directed by the court to Mr 
Merrick, but the witness said he was not the man whom 
he saw in New York. He got no letter nor any promise 
of work, but simply came to Toronto and got work. This 
being all the evidence, the case was dismissed. i
